“This man was a convict in the 
Criminal Prison at Sepoy Lines, 
Singapore, and was serving a term 
of ten years’ imprisonment when he 
escaped with 12 others, the break- 
away from the jail causing a sensa- 
tion .in Singapore at the time. 

Scars nd Moles 

It was: learned.that this man was 
identified ‘beyond a shadow of a 
doubt, thanks to the fact that the 
local Police had on file his photo- 
graph and description, which was 
received from Singapore following 
the escape from jail in March. , The 
description of this man contained 
minute details of scars and moles 
which tallied with those found on 
his body. 

The prisoner was stated to have 
mingled freely with the other pas- 
sengers on the “Tilawa” and did not 
show any hesitation when he was 
put through the “combing” process, 
along with the others, by the local 
C.ED. men on the ship yesterday 
toring. His self-assurance was 
undoubtedly due to the belfef that 
the Ideal ‘searchers did not possess 
any means of identifying him. It 
is-no doubt true that but for thé 
posession of his photo and descrip- 
tion in the posseasion of the Hong 
Kong Police, Lu would have’ got 
through unidentified.

The Malta Days 


If the activities and powers. of 
the Order are not what they were, 
it must not be supposed to have 
ceased to exist, Napoleon no more 
brought the Order to an end by oc- 


te jose it -to England — than 
Soliman II did when he took Rhodes 
in 1522, Napoleon indeed recognis- 
‘ed the contipued Sovereign existence 
of the Order by appointing, 
three , years’ after. he had taken 
Malta’ a French diplomatic repre- 
sentative or minister plenipotenti- 
ary to represent him in his relations 
with the Grand Master; and al- 
though the importance of the 
(Knights of Malta as a national 
Power cannot be said tg be- great 
to-day the Grand Master still has ¢ 
Minister Plenipotentiary at Vienna 
and another at Budapest, thus 
carrying on a tradition under 
which his predecessors had never 
ceased to be represented at the 
Court of the Austrian Empire. 
The present Grand Master, who 
is the seventy-fifth, is Prince Galeas 
of Thun-Hohenstein, and it is he 
'who has lent what are perhaps thé 
two. aiost - inféresting exhibits, 
These are the ceremonia} sword, or 
estoc de paleo, and the ceremonial 
cloak. The former is a fine two- 
handed sword, six feet long, of. gilt 
and chiselled bronze, in form simi-

- At ‘the fortnightly "meeting * of 
the Sanitary. Board yesterday, it 
was disclosed that the Hon. Mr, 
J.. P.. Braga had had occasion to 
addiesg a letter to the President 
ofthe Bourd complain. ng of the 
unwholesomeness of the’ water 
which , was obtained from. the. 
naliah at Magazine Gap, Wanchat. 
He. stated, inter alia: 

1.—That there is ne denyin 
fact that the ‘water dammed in these 
nullahs. ‘is partly discharged from 
houses on -both. sides of -and above.
